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Sunrise Developers Strike Out 
Seeking Support lor Zoning

The Greenbelt City Council voted 5-0 on February 11 
to oppose the petition of the Sunrise Development Limited 
Partnership before the county council, for rezoning the Sun¬ 
rise site from R-18-C to R-10. The developers are petition¬ 
ing county council (sitting as the District Council) to re¬ 
verse the decision made in the Sectional Map Amendment 
(SMA) adopted May 1, 1990, when the site was changed 
from R-10 (residential with a maximum of 48 units per acre) 
to R-18-C (condominium with a maximum of 12 units per 
acre). 


The county council will de¬ 
cide at its Tuesday, February 
19, meeting whether to hold a 
public hearing on this and other 
petitions for reconsideration from 
the SMA. The hearing, if held, 
will be held on March 13. If 
the petition is not sent to the 
public hearing, it will effectively 
be denied. 

A team of consultants repre¬ 
senting Sunrise Development ap¬ 
peared before three city groups 
within a week, the Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) on Wed¬ 
nesday, February 6, and the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Coali¬ 
tion (GEAC) on Thursday, Feb¬ 
ruary 7, followed by the city 
council on Monday, February 11. 
Before each group they present¬ 
ed a proposed amenities package 
to augment the site plan that 
had been approved *n 1989 un¬ 
der the R-10 zoning. That plan 
called for an 11-story apartment 
building with 467 units on the 
10-acre site at the end of Han¬ 
over Drive, between Martin's 
Crosswinds, the Beltway and 
Greenway Village apartments. 

APB voted to oppose sending 
the petition to a public hear¬ 
ing. GEAC took no action. Any 
motion passed at a GEAC meet¬ 
ing must be approved by five 
out of six of the member boards 
at their monthly meeting before 
it becomes GEAC policy; thus, 
the county council will have al¬ 
ready decided whether or not to 
have the public hearing before 


GEAC could take a position on 
the petition. 

Status and Process 

The Sunrise group was init¬ 
ially seeking the support of the 
city and its citizens for the re¬ 
quest for a public hearing and 
eventually for support for R-10 
at the hearing. If the petition is 
denied, the R-18-C zoning will 
stand. 

The developers have also ap¬ 
pealed the SMA rezoning to the 
Circuit Court, which will hear 
the case in late May or June. 
The Sunrise group argues that 
they have vested rights on the 
site, preventing rezoning from 
R-10. As evidence they cite their 
approved site plan and construc¬ 
tion permits and their having 
begun construction by pouring 
footers. This argument was re¬ 
jected by the Board of Appeals, 
which held that the developers 
had failed to show adequate, on¬ 
going construction of the ap¬ 
proved site plan. In addition, 
the Sunrise group argues that 
the SMA process was flawed in 
that inadequate time and con¬ 
sideration were given to down- 
zoning the property to the 
R-18-C zone. This was first pro¬ 
posed at the SMA public hear¬ 
ing on February 13, 1990, giving 
Sunrise Development no oppor¬ 
tunity to make a response. 

If the petition to the county 
council were successful and the 
R-10 zoning were restored, the 
Circuit Court case would become 
moot. If the petition fails, the 


court case will go on. If the 
developers win that case, *' 9 a , 
zoning will stay R-18-C but they 
will be allowed to proceed with 
construction of the approved site 
plan as a legal nonconforming 
use. If they lose the case, any 
construction will have to con¬ 
form with the R-18-C zoning. 

Proposed Amenities 

The site plan under discus¬ 
sion consists of two ll-story 
V-shaped buildings, linked by a 
common two-story foyer. The 
buildings have a stepped-back 
profile, which expands the foot¬ 
print but reduces the visual im¬ 
pact of the buildings, according 
to the developers. The plan calls 
for 467 units, of which half 
would be two-bedroom and the 
other half a combination of one- 
bedroom and efficiencies. 

In seeking the support of 
Greenbelt for their petition to 
county council, the Sunrise de¬ 
velopers offered to provide sev¬ 
eral amenities to enhance their 
approved site plan. Russell Ship- 
ley, attorney for Sunrise De¬ 
velopers, spelled out the propo¬ 
sal: 

—B u i 1 d as Condominiums 
rather than apartments. 

—“Beef up" periphery and in¬ 
terior landscaping, even though 
the currently approved land¬ 
scaping plan meets county re¬ 
quirements. 

—Working under city super¬ 
vision, provide access to two 
small city-owned wooded par¬ 
cels that abut the site, and in¬ 
stall trails and picnic tables on 
both parcels. 

—Contribute $25,000 to the 
development of Schrom Hills 
Park. 

—Fund the installation of the 
traffic signal at the intersection 
of Ora Glen and Hanover Park¬ 
way. Since the light is vitally 
needed now, this would be done 
immediately upon the R-10 zon¬ 
ing becoming final, rather than

3 Firemen but No Residents 
Hurt in Springhill Lake Fire

The residents of 33 apartments were displaced from 
their homes in the Springhill Lake complex on Monday, 
Feb, 11, w r hen a fire, apparently started by a child playing 
with matches, did major damage to two units of their three- 
unit structure. Although no residents were injured or had 
to be rescued, one fireman had to undergo surgery for a 
small broken bone in his lower back and two others required 
treatment at hospitals for minor injuries. None of the 
injured firemen were from Greenbelt’s Company 35, 
According to Pete Piringer, Rudy Horton, the Director of 
Assistant Public Relations Offi- Froperty Management for the

cer for the Prince Georges 
County Fire Department, the 
fire began in the top floor of 
9005 Breezewood Terrace. It was 
phoned in at 2:43 p.m., and by 
the time the first fire equip¬ 
ment arrived, the entire top floor 
of the three-story structure was 
ablaze. A second alarm was 
radio'd in almost immediately, 
followed by a precautionary third 
alarm a few minutes later. In 
all, 30 fire and rescue vehicles 
and over 100 firefighters were 
involved. The fire companies of 
Berwyn Heights and Greenbelt 
both participated in the battle. 

Black Smoke 

Although the erawlspaee un¬ 
der the rooms is equipped with 
“firebreak" partitions, the fire 
burned through the roof and, 
^fanned by wind, began spread¬ 
ing along the unit at 9005 and 
to connecting unit 9003. Tele¬ 
vision crews on the scene re¬ 
ported thick black smoke from 
the roofing blowing across Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue. According to 
Piringer, it took about an hour 
to bring the fire under control. 
He said that not only did the 
wind increase the intensity and 
spread of the flames; but that 
residents may have tried to ex¬ 
tinguish the initial fire them¬ 
selves before calling 911, thus 
giving the blaze a headstart on 
the firefighters, Piringer esti¬ 
mated $325,000 damage to the 
structure and $100,000 to con¬ 
tents. 


Lerner Corp, (the owners of 
Springhill Lake), gave addition¬ 
al information. He noted that 
both Red Cross and county 
Emergency Preparedness teams 
were at the complex starting 
Monday afternoon and into Tues¬ 
day. In addition to the resi¬ 
dents of 9005 and 9003 directly 
affected by the fire damage, all 
utilities were cut off in con¬ 
necting unit 9001, thus tempor¬ 
arily displacing the residents of 
the 11 apartments in that unit. 
The two emergency teams were 
instrumental in helping find 
overnight lodgings, and in set¬ 
ting up longer-term emergency 
assistance. Horton expected that 
the residents of 9001 would be 
able to return home by Tuesday 
evening, and said that attempts 
were underway to house other 
residents in vacant apartments 
elsewhere in the complex. It 
was too early for him to know 
how soon the damaged apart-

Vertical Parking? 

To the Editor: 

I am writing to support the 
proposal submitted by Robert 
Boone, Executive Director of the 
Anacostia Watershed Society to 
city council on January 17. 
Council received the petition and 
has forwarded it to William 
Beleyn, Acting General Mana¬ 
ger of WMTA, for comments. 

In his proposal, Mr. Boone ex¬ 
plains the Anacostia Watershed 
Society's concerns regarding 
plans to pave more than 30 acres 
of land next to the Metro Sta¬ 
tion for 4000 units of surface 
parking. He notes that Mont¬ 
gomery County and the state 
recently invested almost two 
million dollars to correct condi¬ 
tions on Sligo Creek arising from 
runoff from the Wheaton Re¬ 
gional Mall parking lets. 

He suggests the construction 
of vertical parking, which would 
reduce the impact on the wa¬ 
tershed associated with a large 
expanse of pavement, and the 
use of the land saved for ath¬ 
letic fields, I think it would be 
a great thing to locate athletic 
facilities near the Metro station. 
Athletic facilities in this area 
would link up beautifully with 
the proposed extension of the 
hiker-biker trail south of Green¬ 
belt Road north along Indian 
Creek. 

1 urge city council and Green¬ 
belt citizens to take Mr. Boone’s 
proposal very seriously, and to 
push for this excellent idea with 
letters to WMTA board mem¬ 
bers.

merits can be rebuilt or repaired 
and again be ready for occu¬ 
pancy. He also did not yet have 
a complete count as to how 
many of the burned-out resi¬ 
dents had “renters insurance” on 
their personal belongings. 

According to Horton, all 
apartments are equipped with 
wired-in smoke alarms that do 
not need batteries. One televis¬ 
ion account reported that resi¬ 
dents had heard smoke alarms; 
but it is not known whether the 
alarms helped alert residents 
to get out. 

Injured Fireman 

The county fire department's 
Piringer said that the Berwyn 
Heights fireman who suffered 
a broken bone was caught in a 
common danger of firefighting 
known as a “flashover.” This 
occurs when superheated com¬ 
bustion gases trapped in an en¬ 
closed space violently burst into 
flame. The firefighter was forced 
to jump from a third-floor win¬ 
dow in order to escape.

“12 Angry Jurors” Is Well Played

The trial is over, the jury meets on what seems to be a 
cut and dried case which should take only a few minutes to 
decide. The defendant is obviously guilty. There is no 
reason to sit around on an oppressively hot day and dis¬ 
cuss it. Or is there? 


One juror thinks there is. She 
thinks there is “reasonable 
doubt” and insists they talk 
about it. The others are furious 
but being “democratic” give in 
to her grudgingly for just a few 
minutes—and the play unfolds. 
As it does, we find it envelops 
us too and we are no longer a 
spectator but participants. Not 
actively, for the cast performs 
well and does not need our help, 
but passively as we also accept 
and reject ideas, moods, and gen¬ 
eralizations expressed, identify 
some as our own and in many 
cases not liking what we hear, 
squirm a little along with the 
cast. 

The Greenbelt Arts Center's 
‘Twelve Angry Jurors” by Re¬ 
ginald Rose has that effect on 
its audience. For the play is 
about the democratic process. 
How easy to espouse, how diffi¬ 
cult to practice. The cast are 
stereotypes of Americans with 
their good points and faults. We 
hear bigotry, hatred, innuendo, 
consideration, empathy, fairness 
expressed. We hear things we 
know and sometimes don't want 
to know. 

Ava Lewis steals the show as 
the lone juror Who holds out 
for discussion. She is calm, de¬ 
cisive, intuitive, wholly believ¬ 
able. In posing questions about 
the evidence, she is convincing 
and never overplays. In no time 
she has the audience thinking, 
doubting, wanting to know more. 
She plays with restraint but is 
at the same time forceful, 

Pat Horsman. the juror who 
has stereotyped the defendant 
and all of his neighbors, pro¬ 
vides a most dramatic scene and 
does it in such a way that the 
audience as well as the jurors 
ar^ repulsed and are forced to 
look inwardly. Trix Whitehall, 
playing the mother of a son 
who has turned against her, 
shows an anger and impatience 
that come across as raw and 
real. Marie Tousignant as an 
older person who wants to be 
fidr and Judy Holland as a cool- 
headed rich woman also striving 
be fair add much to the per¬ 
formance. The foreman, Patri¬ 
cia Banks, is forceful, strong 
and independent as one in that 
role should be. All of the jurors 
were portrayed well—so well, in 
ftet, that we see them as indi¬ 
viduals and yet as part of a 
group. That can't be easy to 
achieve. 

There isn't much humor in 
this play and one would expect 
that with so much tension and 


ill feelings expressed, the au¬ 
dience would become restive, 
irritated or turned off. Surpris¬ 
ingly that doesn't happen. The 
cast holds our interest right up 
to the end. 

Director Suzanne Zappasodi is 
to be commended for helping 
us once more to see what de¬ 
mocracy is all about and at the 
same time giving us a play we 
can enjoy. 

The play will run again at the 
Municipal Building Friday and 
Saturday, February 15, 16, 22 
and 23 8 p.m., Sunday, Febru¬ 
ary 17 at 2 p.m. For reserva¬ 
tions call 441-8770.

Moyd Granville Butler, 70, a

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Sunrise Strikes Out

when the project is ready for 
occupancy two or three years 
from now. 

—Provide a net increase in 
revenue to the city of $185,000 
after collection of taxes and pro¬ 
vision of services. 

—Maintain adequate levels of 
service on the affected roads. 
Two improvements were pro¬ 
posed: a left-turn-only lane from 
southbound Hanover Parkway 
onto eastbound Greenbelt Road 
(i.e., coming out of Greenbriar 
heading toward Gipriano 
Square); and a right-turn-only 
lane from behind westbound 
Good Luck Road onto north¬ 
bound Hanover Parkway (i.e., 
coming from Doctors Hospital 
heading up to Greenway Cen¬ 
ter). 

Traffic Impacts 

Wes Guckert of The Traffic 
Group presented the proposed 
improvements and the results of 
a traffic impact analysis pre¬ 
pared for the development. The 
analysis considered the current 
status, impacts of currently ap¬ 
proved developments and impacts 
of Sunrise on the intersection of 
Hanover Parkway with three 
roads: Greenbelt Road, Hanover 
Drive and Good Luck Road. The 
impacts of Sunrise were consid¬ 
ered for three scenarios: R-10 
(the proposed 467 units) with 
the proposed improvements, R-10 
without the proposed improve¬ 
ments and R-18-C development 
(120 units) without the improve¬ 
ments. According to Guckert’s 
analysis. R-10 with the improve¬ 
ments offers better levels of 
service than the other two op¬ 
tions. 

Council Reactions 

In opposing forwarding the 
petition to a public hearing at 
its February 11 meeting, the 
members of the city council 
agreed with Sunrise representa¬ 
tives that they were gambling 
that the partnership's appeal of 
the downzoning and stop work 
order will be unsuccessful. Two 
major issues cited by several 
council members were the past 
poor relationship between the 
developer and council, and the 
lack of time to adequately con¬ 
sider the proposed offer of traf¬ 
fic improvements. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
said that scale, with two 11- 
story buildings, was as much of 
an issue as was density, and 
along with council member An¬ 
toinette M. Bram saw no reason 
tc renounce council's earlier 
push for the downzoning. While 
the council members were inter¬ 
ested in the amenities offered, 
none felt that the improvements 
would offset the higher traffic 
volume generated by the high- 
rise. Council member Edward 
Putens said that the amenities 
should have been offered from 
the start, regardless of the de¬ 
veloper’s exemption from ade¬ 
quate public facilities tests, be¬ 
cause “it's the right thing to 
do.” 

APB Reactions 

Members of APB had diffi¬ 
culty believing that the east- 
bound left-turn lane onto Green¬ 
belt Road would reduce the im¬ 
pact from the development fur¬ 
ther down Hanover Parkway. 
Roy Dahl, a citizen attending the

meeting, questioned restricting 
the study to just the immediate 
intersection. The problem, he 
said, lies along the entire stretch 
of Greenbelt Road from Hanover 
Parkway to Southway, including 
the Greenway Center entrance 
and existing and new configura¬ 
tion of the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway ramps. 

Guckert defended the scope of 
the study, saying it had been 
cleared with the Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission. He said that 
while the proposed improve¬ 
ments would appear to have no 
effect on the increased traffic 
from the Sunrise Development, 
the addition of the turning lanes 
will improve the signal timing 
and the overall operation of the 
intersections. The new configu¬ 
ration of the Parkway ramps 
will also help, he said, since with 
two T’s instead of a + , cars 
turning left out of Greenway 
and off the ramp onto Greenbelt 
Road will be able to move simul¬ 
taneously instead of consecutive¬ 
ly, as they do now. The signals 
will be better timed as well. 

Rather than focusing on site 
plan specifics, members tried 
to look at overall master plan¬ 
ning concepts for the proposal. 
J Davis, APB chair, said that, 
considering the density of de¬ 
velopment in the area, the pro¬ 
posal did not seem “as horrible 
as it did when we first looked 
at it.” James Herl, consultant to 
.Sunrise, said that the develop¬ 
ment would serve as a transi¬ 
tion between the high-rise office 
buildings of the Maryland Trade 
Center and the garden-style 
Greenway Apartments. The site 
is probably destined for multi- 
family development, most APB 
members felt, since its location 
and neighbors make It inappro¬ 
priate for single-family homes. 

However, as Gary Kohn stated 


in moving to oppose the petition 
for public hearing, the density 
of the development has not 
changed and the proposed traf¬ 
fic improvements are not sig¬ 
nificant enough to remove the 
city’s opposition. Ray McCaw- 
ley said that the proposed plan 
is essentially the same as that 
opposed by the city prior to the 
SMA adoption. The city took a 
stand, he said. Supporting a 
public hearing, giving the de¬ 
velopers more time, would only 
be “giving them more rope to 
hang us.” 

Richard Reiman, of Sunrise 
Development Limited Partner¬ 
ship, said that the proposed 
amenities were intended to ad¬ 
dress the concerns that had been 
expressed earlier about the de¬ 
velopment’s density. Although 
not required to meet adequate 
public facilities tests, since the 
site was already subdivided, the 
proposed plan does meet such 
tests, he said, adding that the 
landscaping, parking and traf¬ 
fic tests have all been met. 

Roberta McCarthy asked if 
any thought had been given to a 
less dense use of the site, such 
as a senior housing complex or 
life care facility. In response, 
Her! said that they anticipated 
the residential mix would be 
similar to Westchester Park, 
with many seniors buying apart¬ 
ments as retirement homes. 

APB voted 6-1 to oppose the 
petition for a hearing on re¬ 
versing the zoning. 

GEAC Reactions 

On the following evening, 
GEAC heard essentially the same 
presentation and raised similar 
concerns about the effectiveness 
of the proposed traffic remedies 
and the massiveness of the build¬ 
ings and density of development. 
Ed Schilling of Windsor Green 
noted that GEAC had been 
founded to oppose this project 
and he found it frustrating to 
be going through it again. 

Sheldon Goldberg, also of

Windsor Green, attempted to ex¬ 
plain to the Sunrise group why 
the density of the development 
is such a problem. There are 
already too many people in 
Greenbelt East, he said, too 
many people in the grocery 
store, in the restaurants, on 
the roads. Any project that adds 
1,000 more people, as would be 
expected in the 467-unit develop¬ 
ment, will meet opposition. 

Reiman argued that with the 
traffic improvements, the 467- 
unit development would be bet¬ 
ter than 120-units of garden- 
style condos. He added that if 
Sunrise loses both the petition 
and the court case and is forced 
to comply with the R-18-C zon¬ 
ing, the partnership will turn 
the property over to the lender 
and what is built will be “built 
cheap.” 

James Foy, GEAC Chair, ex¬ 
plained the decision-making 
process and noted that any mo¬ 
tion passed would not represent 
official GEAC position until it 
had been endorsed by the mem¬ 
ber boards, which could not occur 
before the county council decid¬ 
ed whether or not to hold a pub¬ 
lic hearing. Herl acknowledged 
that but said any motion passed 
favoring a hearing would be ta¬ 
ken as an indication that GEAC 
was at least tentatively willing 
to consider the proposal.

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CONSULTANTS OFFER CITY TWO 
BLUEPRINTS FOR THE LAKE PARK 

by Betsy Likowski 

Build public restrooms and remove the playground, 
basketball court, and the concession stand. These are just 
a few of the suggestions city consultants from Greenhorne 
& O’Mara have offered for “Buddy” Afctick Lake Park. As 
part of the process of drawing up a guideline for the park, 
two plans were presented at a city council public meeting 
on Monday, February 4. This was the second of a series 
of meetings in which the public has been invited to help 
produce a park improvement plan, a blueprint for what 
should be in the Lake Park. 


At the first of the series of 
meetings in this process on Oc¬ 
tober 2, the people in attend¬ 
ance pleaded with the consult¬ 
ants to keep the park natural. 
Responding to these pleas and 
to questionnaires filled out at 
that meeting, to city plans, and 
citizen-produced plans, the con¬ 
sultants drew up two designs to 
serve as a guideline for fur¬ 
ther discussion. The consultants 
expect to be back in the near 
future for a third meeting of 
public discussion. Then the city 
council will discuss the plans for 
the park. 

Both plans have certain iden¬ 
tical suggestions and both plans 
agree on one thing: keep the 
park as natural as possible. The 
natural areas in the park will 
be kept that way, such as the 
woods in the east end of park; 
Parcel 15, south of the lake; 
the woods north of the lake; 
and the region near the dam. 
Both plans also suggest remov¬ 
ing the playground, relocating 
the basketball court to Braden 
Field, building restrooms, keep¬ 
ing the same number of picnic* 
tables and grills that are cur¬ 
rently in the park, and keeping 
the same type of material on 
the road that goes around the 
lake. 

Cleve Stover, a landscape ar¬ 
chitect and urban planner of 
Greenhorne & O'Mara, showed 
drawings of and explained the 
two plans of the park. Plan I 
showed a more naturalistic park 
and Plan II one with more visi¬ 
ble man-made features. Both 
plans showed a reworking of 
some of the elements of the 
park, not a whole scale renova¬ 
tion. 

Plan I called for the removal 
from the park of the concession 
stand, amphitheatre, basketball 
court, playground, and relocating 
the recycling center to the north 
of its present location. Rest¬ 
rooms would be built near the 
public works building. 

In the open field area be¬ 
tween thp parking lot and the 
lake, the consultants suggest 
moving the picnic tables to the 
edge of the woods and inside a 
now paved path, shaped like a 
huge letter “U”, which would 
come down from the east end 
of the parking lot to the lake 
shore and up to the parking lot 
near the Public Works side of 
the field. This would provide 
access for the disabled to view 
the lake and the park. 

It was suggested that the en¬ 
trance sign for the park be 
moved away from the street and 
into the parking lot to make it 
less visible and thus cut down 
on usage of the park by out¬ 
siders. 

The consultants suggested 
renovating the peninsula by 
planting trees and creating a 
gravel trail, as well as setting 
out four or five benches. The 
cost estimate for this is $336,- 
357, 

Plan n 

In the second plan several of 
the existing facilities would be 
renovated or removed to keep 
the naturalistic ambience of the 
park. The amphitheatre backdrop 


would be taken down, A por¬ 
table one could be used instead. 
The exterior of the concession 
stand could be made more rus¬ 
tic in appearance and a deco¬ 
rative pier could be built near¬ 
by to cut down on erosion. 

The restrooms would be built 
near where the recycling center 
is now located and the center 
moved to the south of the pub¬ 
lic works building. 

A boulder would be placed at 
the end of the peninsula with 
stone steps leading down to it. 
And on the southeastern shore 
of the lake, four well-used and 
eroded beaches would have a 
concrete pad and a bench. 

In the open fieid between the 
parking lot and the lake, picnic 
tables would be placed near the 
edge of the field. Two paved 
walks would curve along the 
western part of the field to the 
lake. One path would lead from 
the parking lot and the other 
from the restrooms. 


Recreation Key lew 

Facility Entrance Card 

All participants, 16 years and 
over, entering the Recreation 
Center are required to possess a 
Recreation Facility Card. These 
may be purchased only by resi¬ 
dents at either Recreation Cen¬ 
ter. 

The cost estimate for this plan 
is $400,626. 

The consultants had many oth¬ 
er suggestions for the lake park, 
such as planting more under¬ 
story trees (dogwood and red¬ 
bud) to provide color interest 
along the trails. The shore of 
the lake could be planted with 
vegetation to prevent erosion. 
Evergreen plantings are sug¬ 
gested to block the view of the 
Beltway year round. 

At the first meeting concerns 
were expressed about heavy 
vehicles using the road around 
the lake. The consultants sug¬ 
gested the use of a light weight 
truck for refuse pick up. Bol¬ 
lards would be placed at trail 
entrances to prohibit bicycles 
from entering. 

Erosion on trails from the 
cul-de-sacs off of Lakeside Dr^e 
should be corrected. 

A kiosk is suggested for the 
main park entrance and a small 
wooden sign near the Crescent 
Road entrance across from 
Greenhill Road. A small bridge 
is suggested over the stream 
near the Braden Field entrance.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again! 

Somewhere along the line we all have had some type of brake 
service. We see all the time a complete brake job for X amount of 
money. Ever wonder just what a complete brake job should consist 
of ? Brake pads and shoes and maybe re-surfacing the brake rotors 
or brake drums and possibly wheel bearing service. The thing 
that concerns us here at the repair facility is that there is a lot 
more involved in the brake system that needs to be checked at 
regular maintenance intervals. When choosing a repair facility 
for brake service first you have to ask yourself if you are trying 
to minimize the repair or completely go over the system. What 
I mean by this is all the time we are asked how much to just put 
brake pads or brake tfhoes on? When we present a verbal quote 
it sounds different because we include a full brake inspection and 
evaluate the system for future problems. This type of approach 
works well for us because there is a whole lot more to these 
brake systems nowadays than before and a higher potential for 
problems. If your vehicle is more than 4 years old, it’s safe to say 
that you already have had some type of brake service. With age 
and the type of driving we do it’s important to pay attention to 
specific areas like the hydraulic wheel cylinders and brake calipers 
and 'flexible brake hoses. With all this in mind we also have to 
consider the hardware that hold the brake components to the 
wheel. There are springs and clips that rust and get weak and 
could even break. On older vehicles we see specific attention is 
required to inspect the steel lines that connect the system for rot 
and rust holes. Did you know that hydraulic brake fluid is moisture 
absorbing ? This means that when moisture is present in the brake 
fluid the fluid eats it up so the system doesn’t freeze up. After a 
period of time the fluid needs to be replaced because it becomes 
contaminated and this condition causes the internal hydraulic com¬ 
ponents to wear out prematurely. This is what we consider a 
a complete brake service or inspection, not just placing brake 
pads or shoes in place and thinking you did something! If all your 
vehicle needs is the basics, these types of repairs work great, 
but just keep in mind that nothing is for free now-a-days.
